We have grouped as "surely demo- 
cratic" the states which cast 153 elec 
toral votes. 
We have grouped as states 
surely republican, states which cast 169 
electoral votes. 
We have enlarged the 
doubtful list beyond the Umits that 
either party would be willing to concede, 
making of it the five states of Connecti- 
cut, Indiana, Michigan, New Jersey and 
New York. 
We think that allowance is 
very liberal to both sides, especially to 
the republicans, as the democrats in 
1884, carried Connecticut, Indiana, New 
Jersey and New York, giving them the 
advantage in the present case, as the 
doubtful states are not liable to reverse 
their vote. Those five states cast seventy- 
nine electoral votes. It will be seen, 
however, that the democrats, with the 
solid south in their possession, can 
by no combination 
win without 
New York. 
Should they carry Con- 
necticut, New Jersey, 
Indiana and 
MloUlgan and 
New lork, 
they 


would still be five votes short.
